Your restaurant's ambiance is an- 
other important factor to consider 
when judging the appropriateness of a 
particular personality. The location 
must be comfortable for the artist, and 
should be somewhat consistent with the 
individual's image. For instance, you 
might not want to bring punk rocker 
Billy Idol into a Yuppie-frequented, 
trendy fern bar— unless you're crazy 
about his sneer. 

Still another factor to consider is the. 
relative popularity of the artist you 
bring to your restaurant. You're prob- 
ably not going to get a superstar like 
Madonna or Michael Jackson, but if 
you did, your restaurant would have 
to be stadium-sized to handle the crowd. 
On the other hand, you probably don't 


want an artist whose reputation is 
undeveloped. For an event of this kind, 
your star must be popular enough that 
a private dinner with her or him would 
be considered a special honor. Carlisle, 
for example, is a former member of the 
popular musical group, the Go-Go's, an 
artist who has also done well in a solo 
career.
